WITH THE BRITISH BATTLE FLEET, Bombarding Bardia, 
Jan. 4—(A P)—British warship s op erating off the north African 
coast hav e trained their big guns on the besieged Italian base 
of Bardia today to help p ut the fascist garrison under a crushing 
attack from land and sea. 
Rep orts from the land forces said hard-bitten, fast-mov ing 
Australians led the attack, hurling hand grenades that blasted 
camouflaged Italian field Kuni and machine-gun nests, while 
British tanks crashed through anti-tank trap s. 
Thousands of Italians, facing the Australians’ bay onet charge, 
were said to hav e thrown down their arms and surrendered. 
Rep orts to the fleet said the Australians cracked one strong 
sector of the Bardia defenses within an hour after the attack 
started, right on the heels of the warship s’ blasting bombardment 
of the fascist p ositions. 
Giv e U p 
Quickly . 
One rep ort indicated that hundreds of Italians, wav ing their 
famed Bersaglieri black shirts, quit after being under fire for 
only a few minutes. 
A disp atch from Cairo said that after their op ening driv e 
into the defense lines from the southwest, ap p arently taking the 
Italians comp letely by surp rise, the Au.stralians were said to hav e 
mov ed south and launched an attack from the rear on the string 
of p illbox es and defense works guarding these ap p roaches to the 
town. 
Ancient tombs were said to hav e made up p art of the fascist 
defense p ositions. 
Tanks Smash Through. 
The Australians were rep orted to hav e swep t through in 
armored cars p receded by tanks, which smashed barbed wire 
entanglements and rap idly broke up the defen.se units. The latter 
ap p arently surrendered en masse when they reaUzed they were 
cut off from their p ositions farther north. 
Last night’s figure of 5,000 p risoners was considered to be 
too low, and rev ised estimates today p laced the actual total at 
closer to 8 ,000, 
In addition to its activ ities ov er Bardia, the RAF rep orted 
"heav y ” raids on the Italian seap ort base of Tobruk, 6 5 miles west 
of Bardia, and on Gazala. At 'Tobruk hits on military buildings 
were said to hav e started "large fires’ and to hav e caused a 
number of ex p losions. 
Sev en Italian p lanes were rep orted destroy ed to one British 
bomber lost. One British fighter on p atrol was said to hav e inter­ 
cep ted fiv e Italian p lanes, three of which it brought down.

Fo reign sea­ 
men must register o nce a y ear 
to be entitled to co me asho re. 
The o riginal estim ate o f the 
num ber o f aliens in the co nti­ 
nental United States was 3,600,- 
000. 
Harriso n attributed the ex­ 
cess to registratio n by aliens who 
entered the co untry illegally and 
tho se by perso ns do ubtful o f their 
citizenship status.

< ities of the United States to show the same fev ­ 
erish growth that has enabled them to spraw l out 
t v cr hundreds of square miles of territory. The 
flepression, cussed so heartily, is supposed to hav e 
h.id a part in checking the flow of people to the 
large cities, w'here unem ploym ent and bread lities 
of great length uttered their grim warning. 


fTTHERE would seem to be some, foundation to the 
.. 
eagerly awaited arriv al of a rev ersal in the 
population trend. But along w ith the economic 
barriers of a depression tending to discourage the 
aiflux of thousands to the great cities, at lea.st one 
I'thcr dev elopment has left its m ark. That is the 
harp re.striction upon im m igration. The m igration 
• >f peoples from northern European countries to 
lit# United States had stopped largely before any 
congressional legislation wag considered. Im m igra- 
lon continued in large v olume from the south- 
-n European countries, w here both economic, and 
lolitical conditions continued to produce discon- 
ent. And that as a broad class, not in the indiv idual 
ense, was the imm igration A m erica did not de- 
ire. It was among the people generally accus- 
omed, one generation after the other, to liv e in 
ih# large city. They po« ses.sed no instinctiv e de- 
ire to re-establish themselv es in a rural or agri- 
ultural atmosphere. Congress had no other choice 
han to clamp down the bars. In clamping down 
th« bars, New York, Chicago, Detroit, Philadelphia 
,ind « orne of the others with m ore than « half 
million population could not escape a slackening 
of population growth, or actual loss. T hat is one 
thing so unerringly rev ealed by the 1940 census 
figures. 


'TlH ER E are others. Of the first ten cities in the 
.. 
United States—New 
York, 
Chicago, P hila­ 
delphia, Detroit, Los Angeles, Clev eland, B alti­ 
more, St. Louis, Boston, and Pittsburgh—at the 
outside only three can be said to be located^in the 
Middle West, betw een the Alleghenies, and the 
S ierra range of th® Pacific coast. There is a cer­ 
tain am ount of poetic license in speaking of any 
ona of the three as a typical m iddle w estern city. 
They belong m ore to the lake regions and to tha 
industrial 
section. 
They 
produced one political 
problem since the tu rn of the century, which con­ 
tinued to assume aggrav ated form until the ex­ 
plosion came, and they may giv e birth to others. 


T w asn't new —only new in this youthful coun- 
,, try. It w as the basis of those social ills against 
which Nov elist Dickens lashed out in his “Tale of 
Two Cities.” It was an old experience for the older 
continents and a new tribulation 
for 
th# 
new 
Americas. O ut of it came an em battled “farm bloc” 
which ov er the opposition of tw o republican pre.« l- 
dents pas.« ed a farm bill which m et w ith presi­ 
dential v eto. It w’as in reality a heav y contribut­ 
ing cause to the social rev olution which has been 
the subject of so much controv ersy during these 
Roosev eltian years, and which has inspired the 
re-shaping of Am erican life. 


R 


a r e l y in any national presidential contest is 
there either the tim e or the opportunity to ask 
why, or to endeav or to discov er w hy changes take 
place. These cities were the product of fifty years 
chiefly. They w ere 
a source of pride, and they 
will continue to represent one of the American 
achiev em ents. They in v ery 
conv incing 
fashion 
echo the A tlantic and the Pacific seaboards. In be­ 
tween in all the v ast hinterland, in all the re­ 
gion which produces the food, the raw m aterials, 
the sinews of Am erica’s prosperity, not one of 
them raised its face to the sun. There are hundreds 
of miles in between ov er w hich v ast quantities of 
m aterials m ust be transported, and w hen the fin­ 
ished products are completed, shipped back again. 
It may not be economic. But it w ill not be changed 
greatly. It represents the definite physical form 
of America, filled w ith the sam e hope and the 
same energy that existed before these cities.

Shirley’s publicly announced salary w ill be $2,500 
weekly. Tossing aside fun, the publicity, and public 
acclaim, most all of us would risk infection at that 
price.

o g e r BABSON, the economist, discusses Ne­ 
braska farm income in this fashion: 
N ebraska’s farm population had a good year 
during 1940 w ith cash income 13 percent ahead 
of 1939. G ov ernm ent paym ents in this district to 
the farm ers w ere approxim ately 24 percent larger 
than for the prev ious year. W ith higher prices 
in the offing, it stands to reason that the farm er 
w ill be a good purchaser during 1941. 


The farm er always is a good purchaser w hen 
he has the money. His w ants are unlim ited. He 
represents the largest m arket Am erican industry 
posses.ses. T hat is w hy it has been difficult at 
times to undertand w hy financial and industrial 
antagonism to the farm program . Mr. Babson points 
out that the increase in farm paym ents in Ne­ 
braska in 1940 was 24 percent, which is nearly 
double the increase of the total cash income.
